1 ment sets forth all the informa- 
1 tion to which Shaw is entitled. 

‘ The document also notes that 
j the state has named another co- 
conspirator, the late Jack Ruby, 
and alleged that a meeting 
took place in Baton Rouge in 
'furtherance of the alleged plot 
to kill President John F. Ken- 
nedy.
